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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

2. In response to applicant's amendment received on 9/14/2010, all requested 
changes to the claims have been entered. 

Response to Argument 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on 9/14/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's argue on page 9 of the response that the disclosure of Hashimoto 
does not disclose partitioning a projection transformation and Hashimoto does not 
disclose a whole image region containing image data after a projection transformation is 
partitioned into a plurality of regions by partitioning lines in a horizontal direction and a 
vertical direction in order to carry out a projection transformation in each of the regions 

The examiner disagrees. No where in the body of the claim does disclose such 
limitation descried in the Applicant's argument above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to set 
forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that 
claims 1, 4 and 5 fail(s) to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as 
the invention can be found in the specification. In the specification, applicant has stated 
"region setting means sets the first regions so that these first regions do not contain the 
horizontal axis or vertical axis", (para [0011], [0013]-[0015], [0045], [0066], [0069], 
[0072], [0073]) , and this statement indicates that the invention is different from what is 
defined in the claim(s) because claims 1 , 4 and 5 stated that " a region setting step for 
carrying out the partitioning so that the regions do not contain a straight line passing 
through an origin in the horizontal direction and a straight line passing through the origin 
in the vertical direction". No where in the claim nor in the specification define what 
"straight line" means. When "straight line" is interpreted as parameter or frame of the 
region, above claimed limitation is not coincide with the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Clainn(s) 1 , 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hashimoto (US Patent 7,565,004). 

Witli respect to claim 1 , Hasliimoto teaches a region setting step for carrying out 
the partitioning so that the regions do not contain a straight line (parameter or frame of 
the region) passing through an ohgin in the horizontal direction and a straight line 
passing through the origin in the vertical direction (Fig. 6) wherein the above step is 
performed by a processor (col. 1 lines 6-9). 

With respect to claim 4, please refer to rejection for claim 1 . 
With respect to claim 5, please refer to rejection for claim 1 .
